Spiritually, this houſcholder is our 
Maſter and Loꝛd Chuſt, the true houſe- 
holder and head of his Church here in 
earth : which calleth men in diuers 
boures of the day, that is. in diuers ages 
of the woꝛld. As in the time of nature, he 
callod by inſpitation, Abel, Enoch. Noah, 
Abraham, and other like. In the time of 
the old Law, he called Moſes, Dauid, E- 
ſay,and leremy , with the Pꝛophets. And 
in the time ol grace. hee talled the Apo- 
ſt ea, artyꝛs Conteſours, 4 Uirgins. 
He called alſo ſome in Childe-hod, as 
John Bapriſt: ſome in their youth, as 
Iohn the Euangeliſt: ſome in their mid- 
dle age, ag Peter and Andrew: ſome in 
their latter daies, as Gamaliel, and lo- 
ſeph of Aramath a. And all theſe be 
called to labour in the Loꝛds Uinepard, 
that is, his Church, pea, and that ſund2y 
wates. F right as ve ſer, that in trim- 
mina ofthis material! Nine, there be di- 
uers labourers: fo: ſome cut away the

the olde earth, and lay — 
tote; which Offices bee all ſoneceCary 
to the Wine, that il anyof them faile oz 
want, it muſt either bie tutte, oz it will 
deſtrox the growing of the Uine.

Church, that none may well bee without 
other. Fo2if Pzieſts wanted, the peo- 
ple fo2 default of knowledge of Gods 
woꝛd. would ware wilde in vices, and ſo 
die ghoſtly. And werenot knighthod, 
and men tornle the people by Law any 
bardinefſe, cheues and enemies would ſo 
encreaſe. that no man could line in peace. 
And but fozLabourers, both Pꝛieſts and 
Aniobts muſt become Artificers, Plow⸗ 
men, and Yeards: 02 elſe muſt fo2 default 
of bodily ſuſtenante die. 

And theteſoze ſaith the great Clearke 
Auicenna: that the very vnreaſonable 
beaſt,if it haue that that nature and kind 
hath ozdained-fo2it, as kinde giueth it; 
he is ſafficientto line of himſelſe, without 
anyhelpeof, any other ofthe ſame kinde: 
As if there were but one ho2 e, 02 one 
ſheepe in the woꝛld, pet if hee had Cozne 
and Graſſe, as Mature and kind hath 0;- 
dained fo2 ſuch a Beaſt, hee ſhanld liue 
well enough. But il thete wers but one 


man in the world, although her had all 


tte gods that is therein: pet foz want of 


«Foc pe ſhouts 2 02 his life _ 
oꝛſe 
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woꝛſe then if he were not. And the caſe 
is this: Foz th it thing that kinde hath 
oꝛdained foz mans ſuſtenante, without 
other pzeparing oꝛ altering, then it hath 
of kinde, acco2deth not to him. As it a 
man haue Coꝛne, as it commeth from the 
tarth: pet it is no meate fit foz him, vn⸗ 
till it bee by mans craft changed info 
Bꝛead. And though hee haue Flech o: 
Fiſh, pet while it is rawe, and not by 
mans labepr ſodden, coaſted, bʒopled, o: 
baked, it is not ſitte fo2 mans ſuſfenance. 
Cuen ſo the wooll that the Sheepe bea- 


' reth, mult nedes by diuers craftes bee 


altered 02 changed ere it be able to cloathe 
any man. And truely one man by him⸗ 
ſelle ſhould neuer doe all theſe labours, 
and therefoze ſaith this Clearke, that it 
is needfull that ſome bee Puſbantmen, 
ſome men of Decupations, ſome Mer⸗ 
chants to fetch that which one Land wa- 
Ar another , where it is plenti- 
ull. 
And truelp, this one thing ſhould bee 
a very great cauſe, wh euerꝑ Tate ſhould 
loue other, and men of one craft ſhould 
neither hate noz deſpiſe men of _

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craft, Fo2ons of them ia ſo needfali onto 
another that o tentimes thoſe craſta that 
ſ&me moſt vahone t. might wont be foz- 
bozne. And this J dare ſay, that he that 
is not labourin; in this wo;id, eituer in 


ſtudping. pꝛaying, and pꝛeaching, as it bes 


houeth Cleargy men, ſoꝛ the health ofthe 
people: D2 in defending the cauſes of the 
needy,in fighting againſt tyꝛants and e- 
ne mies, which is the Otkice of all 
nights: Oz in labouring on the earth, 
as in diuers cratts, which pertaine to the 
Labourers; when the dale or reckoning 
come, that is, the ende of this life, 

as hes liued here without labour oz 
trauaile,ſo ſhall he want there the reward 
of the penny, that is, the endleſſe iopes of 
Heauen. And as he was lining here af- 
ter no ſtate no oꝛder, ſo ſhall he then be 
put into that place whore is no oꝛder, but 
. that is in 
her efoꝛe, let euery man ſ& to what 
ſtate God hath called him, and liue there⸗ 
in by labour, acco2ding vnto his degree. 
Ther that be labouring men, oz craftcs- 
men doe it truelp. Af thou be a ſeruant,

not thy bꝛother in chaffering. If thou bee

Thus euery man 
ought to labour and trauaile after his de- 
gre: fo when the Cuening commeth, 
that is, the end of the wo2ld, then ſhall e⸗ 
very man fakereward god 02 bad, there- 
aſter as he hath laboured here.

A Godly and famous Sermon, 
hunſelfe to make his anſwer, and to giue 
a reckoning of ſuch gods, as hee hath re.

the day of dome. And ſo J at this time, 
th:ough the helpe of God, following him 
that is ſo great a alter of authozity, be 
tauſe J know nothing that Chould moze 
dꝛam away mans vareaſonable lone 
from the vaine and tranſito2y top of this 
wo2ld, tgen to haue in minde the feare- 
full reckoning; So fatre as G DD per- 
mitteth, will chem pon how pou (hall 
diſpoſe you to auoide the Loꝛds p22 and 
vengeance when there ſhall bee ſo hard 
a iudgement, that wee ſhall giue account 


2 euery idle woꝛd that wee haue ſpo⸗

There- 
foze as I ſaide, the firſt Queſtion that 
hall be pꝛopounded te the firſt 1Bapliffe, 
which is a Prelate oꝛ Curate ot mens 
ſoules is thus: Bow haſt thou entred?

92daine great fes fo2 them here, but none 
oꝛdaine them to Godward. The lolle of 
their bosies they will ſoꝛe bewaile, but 
the health of their Soules they make no 
reckoning ol. Jt they ſe them poze and 
ſicke, they ſoꝛrow and gh: but though 
they ſee them ſinne, they are nothing at al 


. greened, And heereby they ſhew that they 
'.-bzought ſoꝛth their bodies, but not their 


ſoules. 
And nolo to ſpeake againe of Pꝛieſta, 
il we do take hed truelp, we ſhall perteine 
very great abhominations that be ſratte- 
red in wy Church now adayes amongſt 
Pets? 
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Pꝛieſts:we ſhall well perteiue. Jſay,thaf 
they come not all info Chaiſts folde by 


Chaiſts calling, fo to pzofite, but by o- 
ther wayes to get them wozldly wealth, 
And thts is the cauſe of loſing of ſoules, 
that Chꝛiſt bought ſo deare, and of many 
erro25 among the peonle. And thereioze 
it is waitten in the boke of mourning, 
where 9 Prophet ſpeaketh thus to God: 
The enemy hath pat his hand vnto all 
things to him deſirable, foz bee hath let 
lawleſſe folke enter into the Dancuary, 
of Þ which thou hadſt commanded that 
they ſhould not enter into thy Church. 
The enemp is Dathanas.as his name 
ſoundeth, that hath put his hand vnto all 
that him liketh Foꝛ what ſinne might 
the Fiend by all his craft oꝛ engine haue 
ſomne among men, that is not now a- 
dates vſed? Jn what plenty is pꝛide, en- 
up, w2ath, + couetouſneſſe? When were 
they ſo great as they be now, and ſo ot all 
other ſinnes 2 And wherefoze thinkeſt 
thou 2 But foꝛ becauſe there be lawleſſe 
people entred into the Temple, that ney⸗ 
ther in themſelues k@p the Law of God, 
no2 can teach other. And to ail ſuch ſaith 


Godby the Pzophet Oſe: Foz that thou Oſe 4, 
halt 
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halt put away cunning o: of 
Gods will, J will put thee away, that 
thou ſhalt vſe no P2ieſthod to me. | 
Note, that Ood and holy Scripture, 
erpꝛellp heete loꝛbiddeth men to take the 
Kate of Pzieſthod on them, vnleſle they 
haue knowledge as behoueth them. 
Zhou then that canſt neither rule thy 
ſelfe noꝛ others, aſter the law ol God: be⸗ 
ware how thou wilt anſwer, foz God at 
this dzeadfull dome, ſhall ſay vnto ther: 
Come and giue a reckoning of thy Bay- 
kwicke,how thou haſt entred. 

The ſecond queſtion that euery Pze- 
late oꝛ Curate muſt anſwerto, is this: 
How haſt thou ruled 2 That is to ſay, 
the ſoules of the Sabteqs, and the gades 
ol pe men? Gine now thy account, 
Firſt, how haſt thou gouerned Gods 
flocke committed to thy Cure: Whether 
art thou an Yeard,oz an hyzed man, that 
doth all fo2 big bodily hite As a father, 
02 as a wolſe, that eateth the ſhape,t kee- 
peth them not? Say on: Whom haſt thou 
turned fcom their curſed liuing, by thy de- 
nouf pzeaching td example? UWhom 
haſt thou taught the Law of God, that 


was befoze ignoꝛant? There ſhall be 
o heard 
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heard a greeuous accuſing of fatherleſſs 

childzen, and altreight alleadging of ail 

the flocks , that thou half taken ol them 

thy liuing, thꝛough their labour e ſweate, 

and done nothing therefoze, but let 

goe alfray, wandzing fo2 paſture and wa- 

ter, and none giuen them by the. 
Dicedlygige thy reckoning alſo, how 

haſt thou ruled and ſpent the gods of pe 

men? Yow ſhalt thou tremble with 

hozrible feare then, thinkeſt thou? Heare 

what Saint Bernard ſaieth, thzeatening ,, 

Clearkes and Piniſtersof the Church: : 

They be in the place of Saints, ſaieth 

he, and they dog wickedly, in that they 

not holding: them content with wages 

that are ſufficient to their neceſſaries, but 

the onerplos that the nevy ſhould bee 

ſuſtatnod by, thep bee not aſhamed to 

waſte in the houſes of their p. ide and le- 

thery, - with-holding to themſelues wic- 

kedly and curſedly , that which ſhould 

be the liuings ol poꝛe men; with double 

wickedneſſe;truely they doe ſinne. Firſt, 

they do ſinne, in that they rob other men 

ok their gods Furthermoze, fo; that 

they miſuſe holy things in their vant- 

ties, and in their wickedneſſe. Euere 
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tuch Baylifke therefoze beware, * 
to the laſt farthing thou ſhalt reckon and 
giue account. - Thinkeſt thou then that 
thou ſhalt not be diſallawed of God, foz 
that that thou miſpent e In bzinging vy 
of young dle tellowes, noutiſhed and 
taught, as it were in a®chwle to blaſ- 
pheme God in all mannerof pointes of 
euill lining, and feeding of fat Palfries, 
of Pounds, and of Hawkes, and (it ſo 
be, that is wozff of all) on laſciuious wo- 
men, heare what is ſaide ol ſuch; They 
haue ledde their dates in vanity, and in 
wealth, and in a moment they bee gone 
downe into hell. Thinke therfoze J reade 
thee, that thou ſhalt render ſtraightly the 
account of thy 1Bayliwicke.

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They bee cloathed like Lozds 4 knights, 
they ſpeake as vnhoneſtly ag any ry- 
bauld o: Harlotte: as cauetouſip fog 
gaines doe they pꝛocure, as any Per- 
chants. They ride like Pꝛinces, and 
all this that thus is ſpent, is ol pe 
mens gods ꝙ Chriſts heritage. There · 
fozeſaith an holy Doctoz, Theclay of E- 
gypt is tough and ſtinking, and mingled 
with blod : The States were hard to be 
vndone, fo2 they were baked with the 
lire of couetouſaeCe, and with thelaire oz 
earth of laſts, In this point rich men 
trauaile, and in this watch they, lying in 
waite fo; poꝛe men. In theſe trauaile 
Pꝛelates that be blinded with to much 
ſhining of riches, that make them hau · 
ſes like Churches in greatneſſe, and ſu- 
perfluous aboundance of all things: that 
with digers paintings colour their cham- 
bers, and with diuers ſilkes ecloathings 
ol colours, make their Images gay : but 
the-poze man foꝛ want of cloathes beg⸗ 
geth, and with an empty belly doeth 
cry at the dare. And ſhall Jſay ſothe, 
ſaith this Docts2 2 Dft-times thus pœꝛe 
men bee robbed foz to cloathe ſtocks and 
ſtones.

If then contrary 

thus the manner of lining, that Chai 

and his Diſciples left to Pꝛieſts, heart 

what the Pꝛophet leremy ſaieth: They 

haue entred, and they haue had, and they 

haue not bene obedient: they haue with 

falſe title, oz with their falſe cozrupt in- 

tention, had poze mens gods to their 
miſuſing, and they haue not beene obedi- 
ent to the Law of God in their owne li⸗ 

ning.

ly pzofite, then fo2'o helpe the Common- 
wealch,thou art none ofthe perfed mem- 
bers ofthe Church,but art atyzant, and 
it is to bez feared , leſt there bee many 
that deſire ſuch eſtate, dome, that they 
may be enhannced with riches, and ſome 
that they might the rather oppꝛelle ſuch 
as they hate, and ſome be enhauncedin 
taking gifts: whereby they ſpare to pun- 
niſh thoſe that haue treſpalſed, 4 ſo make 
them partners of their ſinnes, and (oz 
bzibes they wozke all thingg.' And ma⸗ 
ny ſuch, when they be ſo high in Df- 
fice, thinkenot that they bee pozemens 
Sonnes, Bzethꝛen, and Seruants : but 
henkothomi5nes to biz of 6 Jogher Kinds 
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of nature, as they bee abuancev to wozid- 
ly honour, which is but winde and vani- 
ty.

But if a poze man plea- 

deth with a rich man, then ſhall there be 

ſo many delaies, that though the pwꝛe 

mans right be open to all the Country, 

fo2 pure default of ſpending her ſhall bee 

conTrained to let his cauſe fall. Sherifes 

and 
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and Bayliffes will returne pw2e meng 
TW!ittes with a Tarde venir, except they 
feele money in their hands. And yet Þ 
beare ſay of men that haue pꝛooued both 
Courts, that the Court that is cailed moze 
ſpiritually Chꝛiſtian, is mo2e curſed, 
Therefozeit is truely ſaide : Giftes they 
take out of mens boſomes, to ſubuett the 
way of right iudgement. But in eipeci⸗ 
all, the woꝛds of Chuſt are to bee feared, 
whoſaith, Fn what indgement ver iudge 
other, pour ſelfe ſhall receiue the ſame, 
when pe ſhal come to giue account of your 
Bapliwicke. 


The third queſtion is: Yow halt thou 
ttued, thou that iudgeſt, and pumiſheſt'o- 
ther fo2 treſpaſſing? A great Doctoz ſaith ; 
At behwueth ther that -puniſheft ather 
men fo2 their treſpaſſes, to eſchue and flgxe 
their vices, Foꝛ ik thy ſelfe do vnlawfully, 
iudging other, thou condemneſt thy ſelfe, 
fith thou doeſt that thing which than viſ- 
likeſt in others.

F02 as ©, 
Auſten fateth, if he be caſt into the fire, 
that hath not giuen of his owne godes 
righteonſly gotten : where thinkeſt thou 
ſhall he bee caſt, that hath ſtollen other 
mens gods? And if he ſhall barne with 
the Fiend,that hath not cloathed the nas 
ked, where iudgeſt thou ſhall hee burne,

Andthere 
was a weight of Lead, and there was a 
Woman ſitting in the middeſt of this 
pot and the Angel ſaid, This is impiety, 
and he toke her and caſt her into the mids 
dle of the potte, and toke the Gobbet of 
Lead, and taſt it into the pottes mouth. 
And theP2ophct litt vp his eyes, and ſaw 
two Women like ſpirits in the apꝛe, with 
wings like vnto Kites 02 Puttockes: 
and they carried vp the Potte betwerne 
heauen and earth. Aud the P2ophet aſ- 
ked the Angel, whether they would carry 
this Pot? and he ſard, Jnfothe Landof 
Shinar. This pot is couetouſneſle, foz as a 


pot hath a wide open mouth, ſo couetouſ · P 


nes gapcth enermoze after wo;ldly gods, 
riches,an$ honour. And as the liquozin 
the pot, p2ofiteth not the pot it ſelfe. but 
them that dꝛaw and dꝛinke thereof: ſo 
wozlvly godes oft p2ofite not the ke- 
per, but other that come alter, as it is 

waitten; 


Scripture. When the Angel ſaid tothe 
and ſ& what is that that goeih out. And Zachary 1. 
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wꝛitten; Her that hath money, ſhall haue 


no fruite of it. And thus touetouſneſſe is 
the eye ofcouetous men,to2 they be blinde 
to ſæ how they ſhauld come to heauen: 
But to win woꝛldly things they can ſa 
many wayes like to the Dwles + night 
Crowes, that ſe better by night then by 
day. The pace of Lead, is the ſinne of ob⸗ 
ftinacy, the Woman fitting in the pot, 
is unpiety, as the Angel ſaith, that fol- 
loweth varighteouſneſſe andauarice. A 
man th2ough auarice doty loſe the pitty 
that he ſhould haue of the miſerp of his 
ſoule, ſithence oftentimes men loſe the 
life of their ſoules by deadly ſinne that 
they commit to get riches. And alſo they 
loſe the pitty that they ſhould haue vnto 
their bodies putting themſelucs to many 
great perils and teopardies of their bodies 
both by Sea and Land: and loſeth com- 
paſſion toward other men: and all this 
doth conetouinefle. This pot is ſtopped 
with the Gobbet of Lead, when impiety 
is claſed thus by the ſinne of obſfinacy, 
by couetoulneſſe, that it may not goe out 
of the keepers heart by repcntance : Fo 
as lob ſaith , when he is fiiled her ſhall 
be ſtopped. The two Women that bare

vp the Pot, were pꝛide and luſt of fleſh, 
that in the Scripture be called the two 
daughters ot the water-Leach, crying :

Foꝛ il a rich man haue a field, and 
in the midſt, oꝛ on the outſide, a poꝛe man 
haue but one Aker : oꝛ if a rich man haue 
a whole Cr&t, ſaue one houſe that ſome 
pe bzother of his owetij, he neuer ceaſ- 
ſeth till that her hath gotten it out of the 
po2e mans hand,cyther by pꝛaying . oꝛ by 
buying,o2 by purchaſing by deceit;;Thug 
fared it by King Achab, that by the p20- 
turement of the = MNucene we

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flew the pwze man Naboth, foz that ha 
would not ſell him his Wineyard lying by 


Arbre ds his Pallace. Uhereupon ſaith D. Arms 
ſuolibello de broſe: Bow far will pou rich men ſtretch 


Naboth, 


out pour couetouſneſſe ? Mill ye dwel a· 
lone vpon the earth, and haue no paze 
men with vou! Why put you out your 
fellow in kinds, 4 challenge to your ſelfe 
che poſleſſion, that kinde and nature hath 
made common to all men, both pe and 
rich? The earth was made common, and 
will yee rich men challenge pꝛoper right 
therein : Nature and kinde knoweth no 
riches, fo: the bzngeth fw2th all manner 
of men poꝛe. Foz we be not gotten with 
rich cloathes, noꝛ boꝛne with Gols and 
Siluer. Nature and kinde bzingeth vs 
naked into the woꝛld, both needy of meat 
and dzinke. Naked the earth taketh vs 
againe,as naked euen as ſhe bꝛought vs 
hither. She cannot cloſe our poſſeſſions 
and tiches with vs in the Sepulcher. Foz 
kinde moketh no differenco betwens 
poze and rich,neither in comming hither, 
no2 in going hence ; all after one manner 
the bzingeth ſw2th, all after one manner 
tloleth the in the graue. 

Whoſocuer maketh difference between 
pose 
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22 and rich, abide till they hav e lien a 
ſpace in the graue, and then open 
and loke among the dead bones, who 
was rich, and who was poꝛe. Except it 
be as thus, that moe cloathes bee totten 
with the rich men, then with the paze. 
And that endammageth them that ve a- 
liue and p2ofiteth not them that be dead. 
Thus ſaith the holy Doctour, of ſuch ex⸗ 
tv;tioners it is waitten: Dther mens 


fields they reape, and of the Uine of him lob 24, 


that hath beene oppꝛeſſed, they gl:1cke a⸗ 
way the grapes. They leaue men naked, 
and plucke away thetr cioathes, that they 
haue not wherewith to couer them from 
cold, And they lift bp this Pot (that J 
ſpake of befoze) betwcne heauen q earth; 
ſoꝛ couetouſneſſe of men, neither hath 
Charity in earth to their bꝛethen, no to 
God in heauen, and they beare this Pot 
into the Land of Shinar, that is to ſay, 
Into the Land of ſtench, that is hell. Foz 
there is ſtinke, in ſtead of ſwat ſmelling, 
as Eſay ſateth. Be ware that thou goe 
not with this Pot. noꝛ with the woman 
therein, and in any caſe take heede that 
thon marry not with her, fo2 then pee 
muſt be both one. That is that luſtfull

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womon anvtull of fleſhly delights, with 
whom Kings and Perchants haue done 
folly herte in earth, and with her vices 
they haue bene made rich: whole dam- 
nation is wꝛitten in the boke of the Re- 
uelation of . Iohn, by theſe woꝛds; In 
ane day hall all her plagues come vpon 
her,death,ſo:zrow, and hunger, and fire 
hall burne her. Fo2 ſtrong is God that 
will auenge him on her. The Rings or 
the earth that haue committed adulter 
with her, and haue liued in her delights, 
when ſhall ſe the ſmoake of her bur⸗ 
ning, ſhall ſtand afarre off werping and 
wapling,yea.crying alas, alas, that great 
City, that was cloathed with biſle, purple 
and bꝛaſell, and ouer · gilt with gold and 
p2ectons Stones and Jearle, foz in one 
houre all theſe great riches ſhall ber de⸗ 
ſcroped. Then (hall thep ſay that ſhall bæ 
damned with ber: Me haue erred from 
the way ol truth and righteou neſſe, and 
the light hath not ſhined vppon vs, and 
the Sunne of vnderſtanding hath not ris 
ten to vs: we haue beene wearied in the 
way of wickednes and ot lus, and haue 
gone the hard waies, but the way of God 
we knew not. What hath pꝛide pꝛoñted 

vs, 
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vs, oʒ the boaſt of ourriches 2 Uhat hath 
it bought vnto vs? All is gone as a ſha- 
bow of death, and we can ſhew no man- 
ner of holineſſe in our kindꝛed. In our 
wicke dnes we be waſted awap. Thinke 
therefoze J counſell ther, that thou ſhalt 
gine a reckoning of thy 1Bayliwicke. 

Deere ſhould be aſked, how thou haft 
. F gowernedthy Wife,thy Childzen t Ser- 
nants e Maſt thou bzought them vp al- 
tertheLawes of G O D, and continued 
them therein, as much as lyeth in thy po⸗ 
wer? But it thou haft bꝛought them vp 
alter another wap, oꝛ ſuffered them to 
goe at their owne will, thinke not but 
thou muſt gitie account thereof, when it 
ſhall be ſaid; Giue account of thy Bayli- 
wicke. But and it thon wilt auothe all 
the ſtreight and hard accounts, J counſell 
thee, whatſocner thou be, to fail and cleaue 
vnto the mercy and godneſſe of GOD.

faith and tepenting heart fo2 thine ini- 
quities. And now therefoze, repent of 
thy life paſt, and amend, foz if thou doe 
not. and that in time, who ſhall grant ther 
pardon and releaſe ot thy accounts:

A Godly and famous Sermon, 
foule mucke ofthe wozlv, we can thinke 
long enough; but on the Loꝛo whom the 
Soule ſhould haue moſt delecation by, 
we cannot thinke ſo little a ſpate, but that 
the Cockle will enter among the Wheat. 
Df this ſickeneſſe ſpake Saint Paul, 
when he ſaids: J ſ& another law in my 
members, rebclling againſt the Law of 
my ſpirit,and dꝛawing me to the Law of 
finne. So that it fareth by vs, as it doth 
bya man that would loke ſtedfaſtly a- 
gainſt the Sunne, cannot endure long 
fo2 any thing, and yet fo2 no default that 
is inthe Dunne, fo2 it is moſt cleare in it 
ſelfe, and ſo by reaſon ſhould be belt ſcene; 
but it is fo: the ſeebleneſſe of mens eyes. 
Night ſo, ſithence Adam our firſt Father 
was put out of Ia aradiſe, all his off ſpꝛing 
haue bene thus ſiche, as the Pꝛophet 
ſaith + Dur Fathers hape eaten a bitter 
Grape, and the te&th of their chiidzen bee 
ſet on edge. The ſecond ſickeneſſe,that is

iſthou keepe not the Commantoments 
that be wzitten in the bake of life, I thall 
increaſe thy ſozrowes,and the ſickneſſe cf 
thy ſeed, great ſickneſſe and long abiding. 
And pe ſhall vnderſtand, that God ſen⸗ 
deth ſuch ſicknes other while to god men, 
and ſometimes to euill. To god men, 
God doth it foz two cauſes, and that A 
ſay of ſickneſſe,J would to bee vnderſfod 
of all manner of tribulation. The firſt 
caaſe, fo2 that they ſhould euer know 
that they haue no perfection of them- 
ſclues, but of God onely, and to encreaſe 
mekeneſſe, Ol this ſaith Paul: Leſt the 
greatneſſe of reuelation lift 02 extoll mee 
bp into pꝛide, to me was giuen the pꝛicke 
of my fleſh, the angell of Sathanas, to 
mite me on the necke, whereof haue 
thꝛice pzayed God, that it ſhould goe from 
me. And he anſwered me, y grate is 
ſuffictent. Foꝛ my vertue is falfilledin 
ſicknes,whcreof thus ſaith the gloſe: The 
Fiend aſkiag lob to bee tempted, was 
heard, and not the Apoſtle, 2 his 

emp⸗ 
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temptations to be remoued ; God heard 
bun that ſhould be damned, and her heard 
not him that he would ſaue. Foz oft the 
ſicke man aſketh many thinges of the 
Leach that he will not giue him, and that 
is, to: to make him whole of ſickenelle. 
Alſo G D ID ſendeth Saints oftentimes 
ſickneſſe and perſecution, to giue vs ſin⸗ 
full wꝛetches example of patience. Foz if 
be ſhoulp ſufcer his Saints to haue tnby- 
lation in this woꝛld and they thanke him 
therefoꝛe: much maze we wꝛetches, that 
God hath ſent to, not a hundꝛed part ol 
their ſoꝛrow, ſhould beare it miekelp, ſi ice 
we haue deſerued a thouſand tinics (0 

much as they haue. Wherefoze as we 

trade of Toby, that on a day as he was 

> weary of burying ol poꝛe men, the which 

ſhould elſe haue bene vaburied, and haut 
biene caten of Bounds and Fowles, as 

p cack aſſes of other vnteaſonable beaſts: 

as he ſo2 wearineiTe was laid to xeſt (tho⸗ 

rough the ſufferance of God) the @wal- 
lowes that bꝛed aboue in the houſe, made 
o2dure which fell on his eyes, whereby 
he wared blinde. This is wzitten, that 
God ſuffered this temptation to come to 
þim fo; an example of patience,'s al * 
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that came aſter. And ſo was all the temps 
tation of holy lob. And though Tohy tr 
his chile hd enermc2c did feare God, and 
kept his Commandements, pet was hee 
not agreeued againſt God, though that 
miſchieuous blindneſſe fell to him, but 
vnmoueably dwelt in the feare of God, 
thanking him al the datcs of his life. Loe, 
here the Scripture expꝛeſſely ſaith, that 
Godſuffered this holy man to haue that 
ſicknefſe, fo giue other that come after 
him, an example of patience. And alſo 
ſometime God ſendeth ſickneſſe and tri- 
bulation fo wicked men, and that ſoꝛ two 
canſes, Firſt ſoꝛ that they ſhould dꝛead 
God, and leaue their ſinne, as it is wat- 
ten: Their fickneſſe was multiplied, and 
after they haſted to Godward. Fo? we ſes 
often, men in ſickneſſe know their God, 
that neuer would haue turned vnto him 
while they were whele. Alſo God ſendeth 
them ſickneſſe often, to agaſt other men, 
leſt they Chauld follow their ſinne. As the 
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ſickneſle of King Antiochus, whom God /aticchus. 


fmote with ſuch a plague, that the woꝛms 
crawled out of his body, he being aliue. 
And the ſtinke was ſo loathſome, that his 
friends were weary therwith, and _— 
no 
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not ſuffer it: yea,at length hee might not 
abids his owne ſtinke, and then he be- 
gan to know himſelſe,e ſaid : It is right- 
full to be ſubiect vnto God, and a moztall 
man not to hold him equall with GDD, 
And the Stoꝛp ſaith, Me aſked mercy of 
Gad. and made a vow vnto him that he 
would make the City of Jeruſalem free, 
and the Jewes as free as the men of A- 
thens, and that he wonld honour Godg 
LTeunple with precious arap, and multi- 
ply the holy veſſels, and ſinde of his owne 
lands the charges and crpences pertai- 
ning to the Sacrifice, and that he would 
become a ew and nooner all the Land, 
pꝛeaching Gods Law. and pet God gaue 
him no mercy as he deſired, fo nepther 
was there in him contrition noz repen- 
tance that ſpꝛung ot faith, but of odious 
paine. #02 what was in him 1 fozſaks 
his wickedneſſe, when he was vnable to 
doe gw? 02 euill? And by this vengeance 
that God take on this King, men may 
ſx what it is fo bee diſobedient ts GD. 
Al's it is to be taken hid. that when lick · 
neſĩe commeth. euer it ſheweth that the 
party is moꝛtall. and that he ſhall nerds 
dye at laſt, though he ma eſtape this — 
ne 
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neſle, pet cannot he eſchue death, and (9 
he muſt needs tome to the reckoning.

He beareth th2e meſſengers of 
death but he beleened them not, and tt 8 
cauſe ts,foz the thꝛcefold cozd that ſuch an 
old man is bound with, is hard te bzeake; 
Chis co208 is cuſtome, that is of tha 
plites, which be theſe idle thoughts, vn⸗ 
honeſt ſpeech, and wicked deeds. The 
which, if they grow in a man from his 
childhood vnto mans age, they make a 
th2xefold co2d to binde the old man in cu- 
ſtome ot ſinne. Thereloꝛe ſaith Eſay, 
bꝛeake the bonds of ſinne. Thinke there - 
foze, whoſoeuer thou bee, that art thug 
ſummoned, thou canſt not eſcape, but that 
thon muſt make thy reckoning, 

The third So:nner to this reckoning, 
is Death, and his cendition is this, come 
he firſt oꝛ come he laſt, he ſpateth neither 
pa2e noꝛ tich, aged noz young, noz he ſea- 
reth no thzeatning,he regardeth no p:ay- 
er no2 gitt noꝛ granteth any reſpite, but 
without delay he bzingeth ſa2th man to 
iudgement.

J ſay alſo that there ſhall bee another The day of 
dapot iudgement, to the which all men ludgement.
